Word from Your Vicar 


We open the Fall season with mixed emotions. The loss 
of our Rector, Dr. Taylor, during the summer months saddens 
us all. His loss is a tremendous one, not only for us of 
the Parish of the Holy Apostles, but also for the Church 
at large. His guiding influence upon our Church was felt 
far and wide. We shall miss him, and the whole Church 
shell miss him. Our personal loss is felt most keenly be- 
cause of his love and devotion for us all. 


But we must not cease in our labors of doing our part 
in the extension of Christ's Kingdom throughout the world. 
Dr. Taylor, of all people, would be the last person to 
wish that our sorrow would interfere with tho greater 
work of the Church. 


Therefore, wo must look forward to this year as a chal- 
lenge to us all. We must work so much the harder. We 
will not have his guiding hand to direct us, but we will 
have the Hand of God for our support, if we but put our- 
selves into His care.

You will hear more about this at the proper 
time.

But we are under 
way again and we have nearly a month extra this year 
to do the work that is for us to do. Do not forgot 
that the Sunday School begins regular sessions this 
morning at 12 o'clock.

September 20, 1942 


On October 16th in the Church of the Advocate, 18th 
and Diamond Sts., the Rev. Oliver J. Hart will be con- 
secrated Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Pennsylva- 
nia. Dr. Hart comes to this high office in the Church 
after years of wide experience in the ministry of the 
Episcopal Church. 


Just prior to his election he was serving as a 
Chaplain in the Armed Forces, serving in Camp Dix.  Be- 
fore this call of service whe was Rector of Trinity 
Church, Boston. Prior to going to Boston he was Rector 
of St. John's Church, Washington. 


His experience has been wide and varied. He has 
been elected to other Dioceses as Bishop but has de- 
clined these elections. 

We are indeed fortunate in the choice of the man we 
have elected to be our next Bishop. 


There are many who are interested in this service, 
and the possibility of attending this service. Unfortun- 
ately, the seating space in the Church of the Advocate 
is limited. Because of this only three seats are assign- 
ed to each Parish and Mission of the Diocese. The clergy 
are not entitled to one of these. They must either be 
vested and in the procession or they are not entitled to 
a seat. Because of this fact there will not be seats 
available for everyone. It is indeed unfortunate, but 
it cannot be helped. 


There will, however, be a reception for Bishop Hart 
and his wife in the Church House at 4:30 P.M, to which 
everyone is invited. 


There will be a special service in the Church on Sunday 
morning, Oct. 4. This is the Day that the Presiding 
Bishop, Bishop Tucker, has asked to be set aside in all 
our Churches as Forward in Service Sunday. We will 
comply with the Bishop's request. 

But we will couple this with another phase of the 
Church's work. It will also be Young People's Sunday 
in the Church. There will be that morning at the 
10:30 service a Corporate Communion for all the Young 
Persons of the Parish. 

Because of these two facts the Sunday School will 
complete this servico by having Rally Day in the 
Sunday School that day. 

We, then, can look forward to this Sunday as a 
gathering together of all the forces of the Church in 
a glorious day of Service and Worship of Almghty God.

At a special meeting of the Vestry of the Church of the Holy Apostles held 
August 19, 1942, a committee was appointed by the Rector's Warden, Mr. W. 
C, Casner, to prepare a proper Resolution expressing the sense of profound 
loss into which the Perish was plunged by the sudden death of our Rector, 
Dr. Granville Taylor, D.D. 


This committee consisted of Messrs. Oberhuber, Schall and Huey, The 
following is their resolution: 


At the height of a career as a Disciple of Christ, God, in His 
Infinite Wisdom, called to eternal reward our Beloved Rector, 
Granville Taylor, and we, the Vestry of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, humbly submit to the Will of the Almighty. 


As a member of the staff of the Parish for twenty years, Dr. Taylor 
guided the destinies of the Chapel of the Mediator until it became 
one of the largest Congregations in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
He assumed the arduous duties of Rector with the same zest, kind- 
liness and friendliness so characteristic of him. 
Dr. Taylor was loved and admir by every Communicant of the Parish. 

He was always ready to give hi All in emergencies. His sympathy 

in sickness and distress will ig be remembered. " 


m Dr, Taylor not only faithfully md fully carried on the work of the 
Parish but also found time to exgage in many Diocesan activities. 
He served as Dean of the Convocation of West Philadelphia for up- 
ward of seven years, As a member of the Standing Committee, he 
earned for himself a place among the Clergy of the Diocese. He 
took a keen interest in the work of the Episcopal Hospital to which 
he gave generously of his time and ability. 


In full realization of its great loss and its all too short asso- 
ciation with Dr. Taylor, we, the Vestry of the Church, have adopted 
the following Resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED that We, the Vestry of the Church of 
the Holy Apostles, for ourselves and for the Communicants 
are grateful to the Almighty God for the leadership of 
Reverend Granville Taylor, D.D., Rector of the Parish, 
Faithful Friend, and Confidant; and Loyal Servant of Christ. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this Roso- 
lution be spread upon the minutes of the Vestry, a copy 
inserted in the "Church News of the Diocese of Pennsylvania", 
and a copy sent to Mrs. Taylor expressing our sympathy in 
this her darkest hour.

"As we witness the unfolding tragedy of this 
battle for our world, we are beginning to understand 
that such a mass revolt against Christianity would 
have been impossible had we lived the faith we pro- 
fess, and had we pledged our maximum efforts to its 
Support, 

Those who bear heavy responsibilities in these 
times of trial are forced to reflect upon the very 
foundations of that way of life of which we talk so 
much, and for which we are fighting. Our whole 
Spiritual and cultural heritage is being challenged. 

The Church is the firm foundation of our 


Christian life. Its vitality and power for good 
depends upon the community for which it exists." 
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THIRD SUNDAY IN LENT

The following letter was written by an American solc: 
dier in New Guinea to his Rector of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, New York. 


"This morning while away from camp I came upon one of 
the most interesting pictures of my life. The natives 
were buiiding a grass hut. One black boy was perched on 
the top of the center support, singing the hymn, ‘Jesus 
Christ Is Risen Today,' in his own native tongue. It was 
at first quise a shock to me, but I realized that he had 
Jearned it from a missionary. I looked up at him and I 
don't think I have ever seen such a look of complete hap- 
piness on any human face in my life. I cailed up to him 
and said ke was a good boy. He looked down at me and re- 
peated a few times, 'Me a good boy.' He came down from 
his perch and began to sing again. 1 listened then 
joined him in English. How strange it was to hear thig 
primitive boy and myself singing praise to OUR GOD. ‘ }y 
the brotherhood of God knows no bounds. One feels the 
presence of .God more out here in the wilds of the world, 
and He alone meets our needs." 


"I think that this has a real meaning for Foreign 
lissions." Does it?

April 18, 1943 


Starting with today, Palm Sunday, we have entered 
another Holy Week, the most solemn and serious week in the 
wnole Church year. If the idea behind the period of Lent 
means anything to Christian people, it should be brought 
to its highest point during its last seven days. 


Lent is a period of spiritual inquiry on the part 
of each Christian man and woman, boy and girl. It isa 
time to meditate and to take stock of one's spiritual self. 
This demands time on the part of the individual, for one 
can not give superficial thought to matters spiritual. 


Might it be suggested that during this week, we all 
take time to do two things. First, attend the services 
of the Church, and second, read the Gospels for each day 
in your Prayer Book that have been particularly set aside 
for each of the days of Holy Week. 


To many this will be argued to be an effort that 
cannot be done because of other pressing duties. To this 
might the inquiry be put out - "Are there any duties 
more pressing than the care and nurture of one's own soul?"

Young, keen, vigor- 


ous, enterprising - such they were. And before they had 
done more than taste the first sips of life it was over. 


We are puzzled and sore. We complain and repine. It 


is easy to be bitter and resentful. "What a waste!" we say. 


"Why does God allow it?" Or selfishly we ask, "Why am I 
picked out for such a sorrow as this?" 


"Why does God allow it?" -- a natural question. y 
why does God allow any evil in peacetime or in war -- in 


nations or individuals -- to go on? Only because he can not. 


stop it without using force, and to use force would be to 
take away the free will He has given us. All through, God 
is trying to persuade men to use their freedom rightly. 


We are stricken fathers and mothers, wives and sweet- 
hearts and friends, but remember that God is stricken 
Father, too. He can bear our sorrows with us, for He un- 
derstands it all. He, too, saw a Son die. Afflicted in 
our afflictions - that is God. As for the boy, realize 


this. He Las tested the fresh juice of life. He is spared 


from tasting its stale and bitter dregs. He is snatched 
away from the evil that might come. 


You know your own loss. There is a hole in home and 
your heart. God help you. But do not talk of waste. For

death is not the end. Life goes on. I have always 
been certain of that. 


The universe does not make sense if the grave is 
the end of life for man. But I never feel so certain 
of it as when I stood at my son's grave. My boy full 
of zest - rejoicing in life and his promise unfolding 
all that growth which I loved to see in him, God had 
given and fostered for the use He might make of him. 


Do not believe that God has thrown it all away 
just when it was coming to fruit. God wastes no spir- 
itual possibilities in any of us. He has a use for 
him, and He won't let it be unrealized. The boy has 
higher flights to reach; a fuller life to live. He 
is more alive now than when he was here. He is more 
alive now than when he was here.

Whitsuntide Message 


"The season of Whitsuntide may well be used this 
year to strengthen our sense of dependence on the Holy 
Spirit in three ways especially revelant at this moment 
in history. With the great victories in Tunisia we be- 
gin to face a new and, we hope, final stage of the war. 
This may be long; it will certainly be exacting in its 
demands; but we may now reasonably hope we are entering 
on a phase of the war that will end in the victory of 
the United Nations. That victory will impose on us 
great responsibilities and will confront us with great 
difficulties. If we are to surmount those difficulties 
and lay foundations for a better international and 
social order we shall need wisdom and unselfishness be- 
yond anything we possess ourselves, and for which we

"I saw at first hand a multitude of con- 
crete instances which convinced me of the value 
of foreign missionaries both to the lands they 
serve and to the cause of good will for America.

THE FORTH-COMING GENERAL CONVENTION 


The wartime session of the Church's legislative 
body will meet in Cleveland, Ohio from October 2nd to 
llth. This triennial meeting will be stripped of all 
non-essentials - visitors have been dissuaded from 
coming, cooperating agencies and related organizations 
have relinquished their meetings. Only those things of 
vitel importance remain. 


Yet there are many things of great importance that 
remein. Action is being asked by the committee on ap- 
proach to unity with the Presbyterians, and the commis- 
sion on marriage will bring in a vital report. These 
two are probably the most controversial. 


Financial questions concerning the program of the ) 
National Council, including social, educational and mis- 
sionary work are to be presented by the committee on 
budget and program. 


Election of a new presiding Bishop or provision to 
continue Bishop Tucker in office is foremost in interest 
among matters of personnel. The death of the Rev. 
ZeBarney Phillips, who.has been president of the House 
of Deputies for the past five conventions, will also ne- 
cessitete the chosing of a new head. Missionary Bishops 
will be elected for Alaska, Hawaii, and Western Nebraska, 
also for Puerto Rico. The Bishops of Pittsburgh, Harris- 
burg, Maryland and Minnesota will also ask to have their 
resignations accepted by the House of Bishops. There 
will be few of the Foreign Bishops able to attend this 
Convention because of the War.

The Church: Good Neighbor Too. 

While war ravages many parts of the earth Latin 
America ọccupies an increasingly important place in the 
political and business developments of the future. Al- 
though the Latin American countries are counted as 
Christian countries, the ministrations are utterly in- 
adequate to the needs according to the best judgements 
of the missionaries and the leaders of the Church. 


The great aim and goal of our own Church in the 
countries of Latin Americe where we and the English 
Church work is the establishment of a native ministry 
and leadership. This is bearing fruit already for the 
greater bulk of the work that is being done by our 
Church ig through native clergy and laity. Only a 
small portion of the trained leaders are from the 
United States or Great Britain. Some of the Dioceses 
already have their own bishops who have come to leader- 
ship through their training. 


At present we are helping to support not only our 
own work, but giving aid to those districts in which the 
English Church has been working. 


Stetesmenlike plans for future expansion in all 
this Latin American field are part of the new Christian 
offensive which the Presiding Bishop proposes. As our 
government is the good neighbor to Latin American 
governments so our Church must be the Good Christian 
Neighbor to Latin American people. 


Bishop Tucker recently said, "The time has come 
when the Church must launch a Christian offensive de- 
signed to take advantage of some of the tremendous op- 
portunities resulting from the war."

Speaking of the new 
world for which we are fighting he said - "Our Lord 
warned us of the folly of putting new wine in old bot- 
tles. But in our enthusi&sm for the provisions of 
new bottles, let us not forget the problem of produc- 
ing new wine. By new wine is meant a radical change 
in the character and capacity of the people who are to 
live under the new world order." 


Dr. Phillips Osgood, a former Vicar

THE CHURCH BREAKS RECORDS 


According to the new Living Church Annual the Episco- 
pal Church has the largest number of communicants in its 
history. The increase last year was 11,095, bringing the 
' total to 1,520,394. Ordinations during the year totaled 
455 as compared to 353 for 1942. Baptisms numbered 77.972 
which was 8,337 over 1942 and the largest on record for one 
year. There was also a three million dollar increase in 
giving over the previous year. 


Not satisfied in these figures the Church also broke 
another record. There were 35, 336 less scholars in the 
Church Schools. This is the lowest figure since 1892. 
Wiy???? i i 


We hear much about Juvenile Delinquency and all the 
probiems that are caused as a result. And at the same 
time we see the Church failing to appeal to the young 
people. What is the answer? Are the children at fault? 
Is the Church at fault? Are the parents at fault? We 
might blame the war and the conditions arising because of 
war, but while there was a decline in the number of scho- 
lars during the lest war it was minute compared to what 
took place after the war was over. Are we to have a repe- 
tition of this after this war? If we do and compare the 
figures, the Church Schools of our Churches will be de- 
pleted to the near vanishing point. 


What is the matter? A famous Judge in a real work- 
ing Juvenile Court has said, "There are no delinquent 
children, only delinquent parents". Here lies part of 
the answer.

Funds are need- 
ed both for present and to build up funds for the 
years that are to come so that young men can be 
trained to enter the Ministry. There are white 
envelopes in the pews this morning.

THE DIOCESEAN WAR COMMISSION 


The work of the Diocesean War Commission is three 
fold. First, it must see that the Church continues to 
stay with our loved ones in the service of their country. 
They want the Church with them, and so do we. Wherever 
they go Chaplains of the Episcopal Church are by their 
side. There are 296 of our clergy serving in the Army 
as Chaplains, and 21 who are serving in other capacities. 
In the Navy there are 130 Chaplains, and 6 serving in 
other capacities. This is a total of 453 priests of 
the Church now in service in both the Army and Navy. 


Next, the War Commission through the Parishes keeps 
in touch with our service men and women. Each re-^ivos 
a War Cross and a book of devotions. In camps wh 
these young men and women are located, if there is an 
Episcopal Chaplain there, he is notified. 


Then, the work of the Church right here at home is 
also at work through the Service Club at St. Stephens. 
This is a grand piece of work that is appreciated greatly 
by these in Service who visit there. 


To do a thorough job, the War Commission in this 
Diocese needs $65,000. War Service Day will be February 
13th this year. Every member of the Church is asked to 
give to those who are giving for you. 


Mr. William Marsh is the Parish Chairman for the 


Diocesean War Commission. You will receive from him 
shortly further details of this years campaign. 


Letters from our own boys and girls in the service 
testify to what the Church means to them in their vari- 
ous camps and on the battlefield.

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SEXAGESIMA 


February 15, 1944 


It is time for us to begin thinking about the 
coming Lenten Season. Might it be suggested that 
this Lent we all be truly concerned with our spiritu- 
&l obligations of the season. 


There are many ways in which we can observe 
this period of preparation for the joys of Easter. 
One way is to deny ourselves of doing certain things 
that we enjoy doing the rest of the year. This isa 
very good method. We can stop smoking, or eating 
candy, or going to movies. But if we stop there, 
any one of these, or all of them alone will not be 
particularly valuable. There is a second method 
that can be far better and it includes the first. 
That is to give up something that we might really 
enjoy in order to do something that we do not do reg- 
ularly. This Lent it might be more profitable for 
us to say - "I am going to give up going to movies 
in order that I can spend the time trying to find my- 
self in relationship with God my Father. 


This will not, necessarily, be an easy task. 
It will mean to most of us, probably setting aside 
some time that at first may seem to be wasted. Be- 
cause all of us today are on such a stepped-up tempo 
of living, and to sit down quietly and do, seemingly, 
nothing would be against all that we see about us, 
and all that we ourselves are doing. But these min- 
utes spont with God will not be wasted, as we may 
think. If we will truly try them during Lent, we 


will find that we can not do without them after Easter. 


A new perspective of life will unfold itself, and we 
will see clearer the vision of life that God wants us 
to live. It was Jesus' method of sesing his Great 
Commission.

LENT 1944 


The period in the life of our Lord commemorated 
by Lent was ene of ermcial importance both to Him 
personally ond to His work. Foundations had to be 
laid, trve and deep, before a house could be built. 
It was through His experience in the wilderness which 
made Him sure He was right and sent Him forth aided 
by & moral conviction nothing could shake. 


People, in general, today are confronted by a 
gigantic task, indeed, by two tremendous tasks, 
closseiy related. We MUST win this war and we MUST 
rebuiia this shattered worid; each of them a work 
for the faithful accomplishment of which we shall 
sorely need Divine assistance. 


Unless we have God's help we shall fail even 
though we win & naval and military victory; and if 
we fail, mankind is lost. Issues, then, of the most 
far-r2aching importance shall have to be faced by all 
of us this Lent if we are not to fail mankind and God. 
What about our love for mankind: is it real, or is 
it just another name for a selfishness which is utter 
and uncompromising? What about our belief in God, 
in righteousness, and in human destiny? 


Lent this year must bring in a larger measure 
. of certainty on these and on all such questions re- 
lating to the vital reality of our religion. Then 
reinforced by that certainty, and undergirded by the 
help of Almighty God, we shall go forth unafraid to 
whatever may be demanded of us in the days to come.
